A Proclamation for Adiournementof part 
of Trinitie Terme. 


He Kings moſt Excellent Maieſtie finding that the infection of 


| the Plague is at this pzeſent ſcattered and diſperſed in the City of 

London, and the Suburbs, and ſome Pariſhes adioyning to the ſame, 

| and weighing the danger z inconuentences which may fall out, by the 

reloꝛt of his Dubtects from all parts of the Kingdome to his Cities 

| of London and Weſtminſter, fo their neceſſary Cauſes, and Suites the 

| 22 next Terme, And being pꝛouidently carefull to pꝛeuent all occaſions 

my that may tend to the increaſing oz diſperſing of the Plague; Hath 

thought good (by the aduice of his Pꝛiuie Councell)to publiſh his Royall Pleaſure, to Adiourne 

ſome part of Trinity Terme next that is to ap, in, and from the ſecond Returne thereof called 

Octabis Trinitatis, vntill Tres Trinitatis, being the laſt Returne of the ſame : And that to be foz 
ſuch Cauſes onely, and foz ſuch intent and purpoſe, as hereafter is expꝛeſſed. 

And therefoze His Maieſtie doth hereby (ignifie and declare that His will and Pleaſure 
is, that Wꝛits of Adiournement chall be directed to the Juſtices of either Bench, and to the 
Judges of all other his Maieſties Courts, to whom like wWzits haue beene vſually Directed, 
giuing them power to adiourne the next Trinitie Terme, in, and from Octabis Trinitatis next, vn⸗ 
till Tres Trinitatis then next following; And the laid Adiournement to be made the firſt day of 
the ſaid Otahis Trinitatis, called the day of the Eſſoyncs. And His Mateſtie conſidering in His 
Pꝛintelp wiſedome the pꝛeiudite that map grow to many of His Subiects in their Cauſes 
and Suits, if that Terme ſhould bee wholly adiourned, Hath therefoze by the Aduice of His 
ſaid Councell determined to haneſome part thereof to bee holden and continued fo2 ſome few 
dayes in the beginning and ending of the ſame, as is befoze declared, wherein ncuertheliſſe His 
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Maielties intention is that the lame dayes ſhall be vled onely koꝛ the better expediting and ton⸗ 
ſinuing of Caules and Suits, and returning and ſuing out of Pꝛoceſſe, and foꝛ ſuch other ike 
things as may be perkoꝛmed and done in the abſence of the parties by their Attoꝛnies: And 
cherefoze his Maieſtie doth hereby declare His Will and Pleaſure to be, that in the laid Terme 
chere ſhalbe no Trials by Juries, oꝛ any Judgements upon demurs, oꝛ ſpeciall verdicts, oꝛ ſuch 
like in any of his Courts of Kings Bench, Common Pleas, oz Exchequer; And alſo that there 
(Hall be no iudiciall hearing, oꝛ determining of any Cauſes oꝛ matters, in any of His Courts of 
Star-Chamber, Chancery, Exchequer Chamber, Court of wards, Dutchy Chamber, o: 
CourtofRequeſts, during the laid Terme, Andthatno party fall need to be pzeſent in perſon 
foꝛ any ſuch Cauſes, oz ſuits, but the lame may be attended and done by their Attozntes. And 
His Maieſtie doth hereby further notifie and declare, that no partie (hall be compelled o2 need 
fo appeare in perſon tn any of his Maieſttes ſaid Courts, at any time during the ſaid Terme, 
but may make their appearance by their Attoznies , ſaving onely in Caſes of Dutlawzy, and 
other the Caſcs mentioned in the Þ2omſo hereafter following; And alſo that no Jurtes, oz any 
whom the ſame may concerne, ſhall be compelled oz need toappeare, in anp of His HighncſTe 
Courts at weſtminſter at any time during the laid Terme, koꝛ aup Cauſe oꝛ matter whatſoencr, 
bnleſle it be fo: ſome ſpectall# impoꝛtant Cauſe foꝛ His Maieſties ſeruice only: Pꝛouided neuer 
theleſſe, and his Maieſties Pleaſure and Commandement 1s, that all Collectozs, Recciuers, 
Sheriffes, and other Accountants, and all other perſons that ſhould oz ought to account, o: 
pay any ſumme, oꝛ ſummes of money tn any of His Mateſttes Court of Exchequer, Court 
of Wards and Liuertes, ozof his Dutchie of Lancaſter, oꝛ in any of them, oz enter into any ac- 
count in any of the laid Courts, ſhall repaire to the accuſtomed places at Weltminſter, and there 
to pay, and doe in euery behalfe, as though no ſuch Pzoclamation, oz Adiournement had beene 
had oz made. 

And Hts Maieſties further pleaſure and Commandment is, That all Sheriffes hall re- 
turne into His Mateſties Court of Exchequer. Court of Wards and Tiueries, and Dutchte of 
Lancaſtcr, All manner of Mꝛits and Pꝛoteſſe (ſued out of the ſame Courts, and returnable in 
Trinitie Terme next, which in any ſoꝛt concerne His Maleſties Renennes, debts 02 duties, at, oz 
befoze the dayes of Returnes thereof, into ſuch Offices from whence the ſad wits and PÞzo- 
ceſſe did iſſue; And that all Commiſſioners likewiſe returne all manner of Commiſſions, and 
Jaquiſitions returnable the ſame Trinitie Terme, and from the laid Court ſent, whereby His 
Mateſty1s to reteiue pꝛofit and commodity, 

And all Sheriffes, Collectozs, and all manner of Accomptants, and euery perſon thats 
to pay any kinde of debt 02 duty vnto the Kings Mateſtie in any of the laid Courts, do either 
by themlelues their Deputies oꝛ Atturnies pay the fame, in ſuch ſozt as they ought to haue 
done, if no ſuch Pꝛoclamation oꝛ Adiournment had beene made, 02 elſe to ſuſtaine ſuch damage 
of Iſſues, Setzure, Fine, Amercement, and Penaltie to bee (impoſed vpon them, as hath 
beene accuſtomed without any hope to be diſcharged thereof; And that all Sheriffes by them- 
ſelnes,o2 their ſufficient Deputies, ſhall giue their attendance at the day appointed foꝛ their Op- 
poſall in the Court ofExrchequer, to anſwere their Returnes befoze His ſaid Barons, as hath 
beene heretofoꝛe accuſtomed ; And if any default ſhall bee made by any of the perſons afozeſaid, 
That then (in reſpect ofthe Kings pzeſent neceſſary and extraoꝛdinary Charges)Dergeants at 
Armes, and Parſenants , ſhall bee ſent to bzing them vp to anlwere their Contempt and 


lackneſſe in payment. 
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And His Maieſties further pleaſure is. And he doth expzeſly require and command that 
all and euery perſon and perſons, who by anyof His Maieſties fozmer Pꝛotlamations, haue 
beene required to depart from the Cities of London and Weſtminſter, Duburbes and Liberties 
thereof, and places adiopyning, and to reſide in the Countrey, do confozme themlſelues accoz- 
dingly, and that they pꝛeſume not to remaine here, after the end ok this pzeſent Eaſter Terme. 
vnder pꝛetente of Law Suits, oꝛ otherwiſe : And becauſe His Maieſtie hopeth , that bythe 
ſending away of thoſe multitudes of perſons inhabiting in the Countrey , there may bee a 
better oppoztunity foꝛ the Magiſtrates , in, and neere the Citie of London, co gouerne the ſaid 
Citie and the parts adiatent, in ſuch ſoꝛt as that the ſicke and infected may bee ſeuered and kept 
from the whole, whereby, and by the bleſſing of God, the further ſpzeading of the Inkection 
may be ated. 

Therefoze His Maieſtie doth eſpectally charge and require, as well the Loꝛd Matoꝛ and 
Aldermen of the Citie of London, as the Juſtices of Peace , and all other Officers and Mini⸗ 
ſters, Within V'cſtminſter, Middleſex, Surrey and Kent, to take ſpeciall care, that as Well the 
O2ders lately publiſhed by His Maieſties Direction, as ſuch others as ſhall bee found neceſ- 
ſary foꝛ pꝛeuenting the ſpzcading of the Jafection, be from time to time ſtrictly put in executt- 
on: And allo, that all other the Juſtices of Peace, in all other Counties, Paiozs, Saliffes, 
andchiefe Officers of Cities and Townes Cozpozate, and other places within their ſeuerall 
Juriſdictions bee carefail co doe the like as there ſhall bee occaſion, as they tender Hts 
£Pateſties Royall Commands, and the common ſafety of his Kingdomes and People, in 
theſe times of danger.
